April IK, 1906, will he a day long 

remembered in that portion of 
California known aa the Bay 
Counties, oountles borueiing on or 
adjaeenl to San Francisco Bay. 

The mm was just about to rise up- 
on as fail a morning aa ever <li<l 
honor to California's famous 
olimate. In the great olty by the 
Golden Qate the majority of the 

population wire wrapt in Bleep. 

Sere and there Ares were glowing 
in those furnaces, whose beat 'in 
never allowed to < I io out, ami the 
tollers who had been on duty dur- 
ing the long hours of the night 
wen- making ready to be relieved 
by the day shifts. Down In the com- 
mercial districts wagons were lining 
up before those .stores whose client- 
age demand an early service. 

Through the City rail led now and 

then a milk or bread wagon, and 

here and there shone forth the 

lights in the rooms of the early 
risers. Bui the fast majority of 

I he lour hundred thousand slept 

in the suburban towns a few 

eon iters were hastening to the 

early morning trains, out on the 
farms, perchaiiee the farmer, that 

leader of all early risers, was up 
and doing, Yet ipiiol universally 
prevailed. The majority of the 
people slept, and it was well for 
them that they did sleep. If na- 
ture must visit the oommunity with 
a disaster, she could not have 

chosen a mote opportune time. 

At approximately thirteen min- 
utes past Ihe bout of live, a low 
rumbling sound, followed by a 

terrific Shaking Of Ihe earth, passed 

down from the northwestern por 

lion of Ihe Stale along the coast, 
dying OUl ill the south central sec 
lion It left ruin ami disaster in 

its wake. In is seconds weie 

• lashed to the ground the hopes of 
wealth and power which had been 
accumulating for years iua hun 
died thousand breasts. 

Here and there a farm house, 

unaiiie to withstand the shook, 

went, down with a roar and the 
hapless victims, after extricating 
themselves from Ihe mass of debris, 

took np quarters with the occupants 
of the barn. Or perhaps ii was the 

barn that, succumbed and Ihe 

equine and bovine Inhabitants of 

the same belook themselves to a 
mail canter across the fields. Only 
Ihe houses in Ihe most badly shaken 
districts, fortunately sparsely ill 
habited localities, bowed down coin 
plel.cly before the ipiakc. 

In Ihe smaller towns arouird the 
bay Ihe inhabitants rushed out to 

lind their chimneys toppling down 
.•ind the air filled with dusl and 
mortar In Ihe business districts, 
here and there a brick building 

partly collapsed or showed up with 
more or less Jagged cracks San 
.lose, Santa Rosa, and some smaller 
towns were particularly hard hit 
Here some brick buildings col 
lapsed entirely, while few escaped 

unscathed, 

Cut il was in the great city on 
the eastern side of Ihe bay that the 

atest damage was done. Here 
the shock was felt, with a severity 

equalled in only a faW other Io. 
tie*. Many of Ihe people were 
I the hotels and lodging 
nouses of bricll and some of I I 
were On filled 111 land land where 
Ihe shallow waters of the ocean or 
Ihe beds of creeks hail been 

claimed in the earl) 1 fifties of the 

last century, Here indeed theie 
weeping and wailing and giin.sh- 
■ III. 

Hut it was only temporary, The 

loiaj damage Io Ihe city was mil 

reater portion of the 



buildings escaped with battered 

ohimneys and a few cracked walls. 
The collapsed buildings on the 

lllled-in portions of Ihe city buried 
hundreds of people in their ruins. 

Most of these extricated themselves 

unaided. Willing hands rushed 
the dead, dying, and injured to 
temporary morgues and hospitals. 

r>iii a comparatively small propor- 
tion of the populace were killed or 

Injured. Bad ihe calamity ceased 

here it would even now be a thing 
of the past. But a newer and 
greater disaster awaited the stricken 
City. Here and there in Hie lower 
business districts huge sheets of 

Same were mounting skyward, giant 

Offsprings Of the furnaces, or per- 
chance Ihe kitchen tiros which had 

borne them. 

Business men rushed down town 
to snatch up a few oflieo-books and 
beat a hasty relreal, before the 011- 

rushing Barnes. Early commuters 

stood at Ihe ferry and gated in awe 

at a sight which few, even of the In- 
habitants of the burning city 

itself, were permitted Io view. 

It is not my purpose here to de- 
tail the destruction of the city, of 

the dynamiting, of the martial law, 

of the tents, (he bread linos, the 
food supplies, or in short of anyone 
of the thousands of exciting events 
which followed each other with 
ligbtning-llke rapidity dnrlng the 
progress of the (lames. These have 
been echoed back and forth across 
Ihe oontinent innumerable limes. 

Hut in view of the many distort- 
ed tales which have gained wide 
circulation, either through mali- 
cious preat dispatches or Ihe lurid 

Imagimation of curtain Irresponsi- 
ble individuals, lot me quote my 
own experiences and those of a 

few individuals who were in a par- 
ticularly good position to see and 
feel what was going on around them. 
My experiences may be laken as 
typical of those undergone by many 
thousands of suburbanites who got 

a good shaking up without receiving 
any physical Injury. 

While peacefully wrapped in the 
arms of Morpheus, at least as 
peacefully as an attack of tons! litis 
will allow, I was suddenly awaken- 
ed by a violent shaking. The walls 
of the loom were vibrating through 
a distance of about a fool. Lighter 
articles of furniture weie overt lim- 
ed. The pictures flapped violently 

upon the walls, while the bed, the 

bureau, and the writing desk pro. 

ceedeil to familiarise themselves 
with the center of the loom. 
Though never having been shaken 

up like this before, being a native, 

I suppose, helped me to divine that 

an earthquake was in progress. 

Now, there be eerlain wise i i, 

who say thai Ihe proper thing to do 

in emergencies of this character, is 
to betake yourself to the nearest 

door way and there with a pillow 
held over your heart, to calmly 
await. Ihe inevitable. To Bee, they 
argue, betokens foolishness as well 

as fear. However, I barkened not 

upon this advice, because forsooth 
I had never heard of it before, nor 
did the idea OCOUr to me during the 

exigencies of the moment, I rush 

ed down the stairs Io a room where 
my wife, my I hreenionl hs-old baby 

and my mother were sleeping. The 
latter, as soon as she not iced myap 
proaoh, jumped out of S window to 
the ground, seven feel below. 
While Ihe building still shook, I 
passed out to her ihe three-months 

old bundle of humanity. At this 
moment a mass of bricks swept 
down the roof on exactly I he opposite 
side of the house. I shudder to 
think what might have been the el 

feet if thai chimney had been situ 

aled on the eastern poll ion of the 
roof. 

Outside Ihe air was tilled with 
the dust occasioned by the fall of 
ObimneyS. Here ami there were 
huddled groups of while robed 
bare fooled individuals. Two dogs 
madly chased a cat down the street 
through the Moating mortar dust. 

An inspection of the house 
showed il to be full of soot ami Ihe 
walls of many rooms Were cracked, 
while plaster lay in places upon the 
Moor. Otherwise toe building was 
intact. A few bioken vases and 
jars weie scattered around. The 
damage was typical of that suffered 
by all frame building* which fell 
the earthquake with some degree of 
Ity. 

ii was a wait of but a few hours 

til 1 Ihe refugees began to arrive at 
our home in Berkeley. The first of

these was one for whoso safety We 
felt considerable anxiety, inasmuch 
as he occupied a room in thai por- 
tion of the city in which it was 
known many buildings had col 
lapsed and wheie the tire had first 
started. I shall use his own words: 

" Immediately after the violent 

shaking ceased, I was up and dress- 
ed. Perhaps in the general rush 
Whiofa every one made to reach the 
open air, I omitted to put on a few 

of the smaller articles of wearing 

apparel. Oh, no! I haven't e.<>4 any 
collar or necktie on, and this is a 
rather dilapidated hat, I will admit. 
Still I felt Well dressed amongst the 
crowds who were lushing around 
outside in nightgowns or abbrevi- 
ated undershirts. The reports 
which you have heard (for even 
then the wildest of rumors were 

spreading themselves broadcast 

from the oily) concerning mined 
buildings and dead bodies lying 
promiscuously around arc false. I 
went, through the south of Market 
Street and up to the tall office 
buildings. Only here and there 
was there a collapsed building. 
The big buildings looked all right. 
I noticed them fail in the attempt 
to run the elevator in Ihe Call 
Building, but, ihe building Itself 
did not seem to be twisted. While 
proceeding along, the front of a 
damaged building fell to the side 
walk, burying under tons of 
brick, a pedestrian not twenty feet 
in froni ol me. This brought mo 
Io my Senses and I concluded it was 
lime that I left the oily, Going 

back to my hotel to pack up the re- 
mainder of my belongings, 1 
found the building a sheet of 
Barnes. This hastened my steps to 

the ferry and brought me o\cv an 
early arrival." 

At about the time oi the depar- 
ture of our young refugee from the 

city, there arrived at the ferry an 

early oominutei. Wo may well 
take up his narrative as a con- 
tinuation of the story of the lire in 
the downtown district. " I was," 
nd, " one of the lucky three 
or four hundred who either came 
down into the business district be- 
fore the soldiers barred their pro- 
gress or came over in the ferry- 
boats before (he latter ceased to 

land passengers in the oily. On 

my arrival I found the flames just 
beginning to make headway. They 

had not reached the more substan- 
tia! si reels. There were little or no 
evidences of the earl lupiake from 

the ferry. Passing up Sacramento 

Street 1 found the latter strewn 
wifh bricks. Horses and w 
were buried under the debris, but 
I noticed only one dead body. All 
the buildings which collapsed, were 
Old brick buildings of cheap con 

struction. The fire was now In- 
creasing In intensity. The heat 
was so great thai I was compelled 

to bold my hat before mj face. 

The fiames leaped from building to 

building, but strangely enough they 
circled around an old wooden 
structure, known as Ihe Dewey 
Hotel. Suddenly this collapsed 
With a terrific noise. Il had been 

eaten away underneath by the 
flames. I saw do looting whatever 

in this section of the city. The 



heal was so great thai I now turned 
into the section south of Market 
Street. Here the flames were burn- 

eroely, but had not yet reach 
ed many old wooden buildings 
Which I noticed, weie tipped 
around in an alarming fashion A 

row of dwellings had collapsed In 

their foundations and seemed to 

have sunk several reel below the 

level of the street. furl her south 
could be seen the vieiousnoss id' the 
worst (dement in the city. 1 no- 

them breaking into saloons 

and drunken men could be 

lying around everywhere. It was 

now past noon, and the city was 

generally in flames. Fearing i>> 
remain longer in such a dangerous 
situation, I picked my way through 

the burning buildings back to the 
ferry and returned home." 

Whatever was seen by our friend 
is uow.a matter of history, as well as 
a mass of smouldering ruins. 

A few photographs and the testi- 
mony of a few hundred other 
persons is all we have as evidence 
ol the condition of this section of 

the city Immediately following the 
earthquake. 
Iii the meantime the population 

of the city was fleeing westward 

from the Barnes, Those who were 

constrained Io return to the ruins 



were prevented from doing so by 
the soldiers of the army. On the 
second day of the conflagration, 

there came Io us refugees fiom 
this section of the city. Among 
these was the proprietress Of the 
-i female employment agency 
in Ihe city: " When the shock 
came, we lay in bed," she said. 
"The building two doors below 
fell with a roar far out into the 
st reel. Rushing through theoffioe, 
I found the door leading to the 
Btreet so badly out of plumb that 

the key refused to unlock it. 
Through the windows 1 saw fully 

fifty night-gowned people on their 

knees in the street, with their arms 
held up in prayer. 'The cry went 
along. ' 'The end of the world has 
come. 'The end of the world has 
cornel' Willi her arms upstretoh- 
ed a little girl stood in Ihe middle 
of ihe street crying, 'Oh.myGodl 
Oh, my God !' Succeeding in open- 
ing the door, 1 beckoned to her. 
1 put my arms around her, and 
how that little girl did shake ! 
' You must drink a glass of water,' 
1 said, but upon going to get it, I 
found there was none to be had. 

"Men now began to pass along the 
Street laughing, but it was the 
hysterical laughter of despair. 
How long the people kept to the 
streets in a benumbed state of 
terror and suspense, I do not know. 
I was afterwards told it was an 
hour and a half. To me il seemed 
but a few minut- 

"The Clatter of horses' hoofs came 
from a distance and soon cavalry- 
men cantered down the streets. 'Go 
into your houses and dress," they 
shouted. What a blessing it was 
to find some one in authority 
Quietly the people entered their 
homes and presently the city as- 
sumed a somewhat normal aspect. 
I returned and swept out my office, 
which in Ihe meantime had been 
Tilling np with a weeping assort 
menl of working girls 1 endeavor- 
ed to quiet them, as well as my own 
condltiou would permit. There 
was a watering trough across the 
street and from this 1 not some 
water and made some coffee for 
I hem About this time it became 
evident that Ihe city was in Haines. 
And no water! Yet far down the 
Street! could see two streams of 
water playing on the tlames 
'Thank God, Will.' 1 said to my 
husband, ' 'They hive water. ' But 
it was only being pumped from the 
bay through the sewers, and when 
the tide went away, the seemingly 
last hope for saving the fit x died 
out. Soon down the street came 
I wo laden army wagons, drawn 

slowly by mules and guarded front, 

sides and rear by mounted soldiers. 
The wagons contained dynamite, 

inn few knew it. Presently the 

bang, bang, bang of exploding 
dynamite resounded through the city 

and we went downtown to Investi- 
gate the progress of the lire. Oo 
returning we found out loot in 
tlames. Hastily gathering up a few 
bed olothea and the most necessary 
articles, we joined ihe great throng 

drifting westward. 

" That night we passed on the 
curb in front thedral 'The 

next day found us in Jefferson 
Square. Here were people erecting 
improvised shelters of sheets. Ilimsy 
alTaiis, apt at any time to take lire 
from the cinders, some of which 
were as large as the palm of your 
hand. But the shelters served as a 
protection from the rain of sand 
and mortar which fell from ihe 
overhanging clouds of smoke. 

" The heal was terrific. During 

the night, th had been so 

i hat it was possible to read a 
newspaper by tin light of the 
tlames block- 

cut off from the 
rest of the world and the wildest 
rumors were afloat. New York 
was reported destroyed, Chicago in 
tlames, and Sacramento 'en feet 
under water. There was a scarcity 
of everything, particularly water 
and food e made by the 

arinv was passed around, but it was 
made under conditions that render- 
ed i1 scarcely worth the name.

" Encouraged by this speech we 
decided to leave. Hut 1 was in no 
condition to climb the hills of Cali- 
fornia street, w i agreed to go 
through Mission Street. 1 did not 
then know in what a heated con- 
dition the si reels weie until T saw 
a man remove two bricks from the 
sidewalk and cook a steak on them. 
Keeping to Ihe coolest part of Ihe 
street, the middle, we made our 
way Io Ihe ruined City Hall. Hero, 
exhausted, we sat down. A cavalry- 
man, noticing us, rode up and said: 

' Drink this,' offering me his can- 

t. en. A sip from it compelled me to 
return the canteen to him, as the 
water in it was almost boiling hot. 
From the Citv Hall we made our 
way to the Host Office. Here, like 
many others, we were nearly ready 
to give up. 1 saw a lady offer a 
driver twenty dollars for a ride to 

the ferry, but he only laughed in 
derision. 

" Passing down Mission Street, 1 
found a man doling out ice-water. 

He gave me a glass. ' How much,' 
said I, drinking half ami passing 
the rest to Will. 

11 ' Here, now,' he said, ' this 
water is free to ladies and children. 
None of it is for men. 1 am glad 1 
have no female relatives in this 
place, and I am doing all I can to 

help others.' 

" A few blocks further 1 balled a 
passing surrey. ' How much for a 
fare to the terry ?' I said. Bearing 
in mind the experience of the wo- 
man at the Host Office, I was pre 
paied to pay at least fifty dollars. 
Imagine our surprise when he 
said thret dollars. Around through 
piles of bricks and broken wires 
our wagon went, whither the driver 
himself hardly knew, but eventually 
we reached the ferry building." 

More harrowing than the above 
was the experience ol a friend in 
Ihe collapsed Occidental Hotel, in 
Santa Rosa. Carried down by the 
ruins, he continued to climb up 
and up through them. Finally the 
debris became so great that he 

found his progress blocked. He 

then shouted himself hoarse. 
In forty live minutes he was dug out 
a mass of bruises and broken bones. 
Hut why go on ? A tew people 
Were killed and considerable pro- 
perty was damaged by the shock. 
It was a blow from which San Fran- 
cisco would have quickly recovered. 
By the Breshe was practically wiped 

out. No pen can describe the scene 
of utter devastation which the 
major portion of the city now pre- 
sents. 

Hut the people are calm Many 
have lost all they had, more have 
lost a large portion of their worldly 
wealth. Perhaps a hundred thou 
sand people have left the city, but, 
most of these are in the near vici- 
nity waiting for an early oppoitu- 
nitv Io return. 

All feel that the city is intrinsi- 
cally wealthy. Hacked up by the 
trltnral and mineral wealth of 

the Stale, and her own Unequalled 
harbor, all realise that the Queen 
City by Ihe Golden Qatfl will soon 
once more proudly ascend Ihe 
throne, which is hers by right of 
an Incomparable situation.
